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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9 and 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. It is not within the scope of claim 8 from which 
it depends. "Alkenyl" denotes a hydrocarbyl group. Claims 33-35 read in part "a method 
for modulating processes mediated by farnesoid X receptor polypeptides comprising 
conducting said processes in the presence of an effective amount of at least one 
compound according to claim 1". This does not recite the milieu in which the process is 
performed or what is to be accomplished. Even if it were recited that the compound 
was used to treat a disease condition moderated by the farnesoid receptor it would be 
indefinite because the disease state for which it is useful could not be determined. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canning out his invention. 

Claims 33-35 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In 
view of what was said in the previous rejection the directly above statement relative to 
making and using the invention is pertinent in the instant claims. Applicants only enable 
treating hyprecholestemia and cholestasis.
